There has been much excitement in 


the rubber trade all over the world, and 
particularly ia this country, for several 
5ajs. The eicitement was brought 
about entirely by the manipulations ot 
i certain Spanish bouse in the trade. 
This house went to work quietly in a 
determined bull movement, and ope- 
rated so successfully that they suc- 
seeded ia creating a universel feeling 
that th* Para (Braiil) crop would be 
short. 
The feeling soon sent prices 


fljiBg upward and dealers began buying 
in every direction, and at all kinds of 
prices. The Spaniards had been buy- 
lOB the Para crop as fast as it was 
gathered, and had large quantities in 
the portd of New York, Philadelphia 
and Liverpool, and found little difficulty 
in disposing of it at fancy prices. In 
fact the very presence of the rubber at I 
the ports named had been managed as 
one of the means to break the market. 
For years past rubber had steadily re- 
mained at an average price of fifty cents 
a pound. The Spaniards would send 
one cargo to port, consign it to be sold 
at GO cents, another to be sold at 
(U 


cents, and so on each consignment being 
higher than the one preceding. Ihe 
operators being known to be exceeding- 
ly shrewd, the reasons for their conduct 
were inquired into, and it was soon 
agreed all around that they had. upon 
investigation, discovered that tbe crop 
was a partial failure, and were strength- 
ening themselves against the future. 
This opinion once obtaining was quickly 
circulated in all directions. The result 
was that prices went up so rapidly, and 
the fever to buy against a supposed 
ihort crop became so great, that the 
Spanish gentlemen found no difficulty 
in either securing full advances on their 
consignments or selling even at higher 
figures. In four days last week the 
movement ran prices from 50 cents to 
$1 a pound, with plenty of buyers at 


; the latter figure. As an instance o 
1 the activity produced in the trade, it 
may be stated that during the excite- 
ment 1,000 tons, or 2,000,000 pounds 
of rubber, represented the 
amount 


bought in one day by several houses in 
New York and Liverpool alone, at 
prices ranging from 76 to 80 cents a 
pound. The amount is about one-six- 
teenth of the whole annual crop of the 
entire world, showing an extraordinary 
state of trade. The truth gradually 
dawned upon the rubber dealers, and 
prices began to drop. But as the spec- 
ulators had secured enough of the 1 ara 
crop to control the market, they have 
been able to keep prices up beyond s 
natural level. Yesterday the quotations 
opened at 80, but closed at 82 with a 
very firm market. 
' 


Investigations made by a 2*«if» ie- 


porter showed that the rubber crop, in- 
stead of being short, is in reality some- 
what greater than it was last year. Ihe 
Para district of Brazil produces about 
one-half of the rubber crop of the 
world, amounting to between 15,000,000 
and 18,000,000 pounds a year. 
Africa 


and the East Indies together produce 
about as much more. The crop is 
gathered from September until April 
and is now about half in. Although 
rubber is the most elastic thing in the 
world, it has for years been about the 
steadiest and most unyielding attiele ot 
trade, in the matter of "wildcat" specu- 


1 lation, in the market. This has been 
mainly owing to the uniform steadiness 
in improvement of the Para crop. For 
twenty-five y«ars this crop has averaged 
a steady increase of about 10 per cent, 
every year.

of Thomas Neil, the great local live- 
stock operator, is the only theme ot 
conversation here. As telegraphed yes- 
terday, Mr. Neill's continued absence 
caused considerable uneasiness among 
his friends and creditors. 
This uneasi- 


ness developed yesterday afternoon into 
positive alarm, and there was a mad 
rush of his creditors to secure them- 
selves. Suits were begun, old deeds and 
mortgages by the score, that had been 
held as collaterals, were filed for record, 
attachments were levied, and creditors, 
constables and lawyers were flying about 
in great haste. Mr. Neil's continued 
absence from the city makes anything 
like an estimate ot his liabilities almost 
an impossibility. From claims already 
made public, and from debts for which 
it is believed he is liable, it is safe to 
put his failure at $300,000, 
It may 


possibly exceed this sum. The nation- 
al banks here are all heavy creditors, 
but are abundantly secured, by mortga- 
ges on real estate and collaterals, which 
can be realized on without much delay. 
The worst feature about the failure is 
the fact that Mr. Neill keeps him- 
self away front the city. Nothing has 
been heard of him since last Sunday, at 
which time he was in Chicago. He 
sent his wife home that night, saying 
he would follow on Tuesday. His fam- 
ily claim to know nothing of his where- 
abouts. 
There are those who assert he 


will never retain. 
His absence istos- 


ng him any sympathy that he might 
otherwise have deserved.
